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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Many of the arguments in the communication 
have been addressed in the previous response. Applicant asserts that Waldo does not teach an email service, however, as discussed in 
the rejection, the abstract discloses sending messages using the network. This would, implicitly, be email. Automating a known process 
is obvious (see in re Venner and Bowser (120 USPQ 192 (CCPA 1958)). An offer is, inherently, an advertisement. Using computers to 
send messages to other user's computers would be email. It is inherent that a computer use the same 'endpoint' to send and receive 
messages. Further, the use of email would not make the instant application patentably distinct. Wollrath discloses sending a message, it 
would be most in-obvious to not include an address for response as Wollrath hopes for a response. As the messages are sent in a 
language the computer can understand (such as XML,basic, fortran, C++, etc.), and the language represents data, it would be a "data 
representation language". As to the Information Disclosure Statement, the voluminous, and seemingly unrelated nature, of the references 
could be construed to be an attempt to hide relevant documents. As such, if the applicant would like a particular references or portions of 
particular references to be more fully considered, the examiner would require a statement of their relevance. For instance, a 167 doctoral 
dissertation on "Object mobility in a Distributed, Object-Oriented System" would not appear to be relevant to the instant application. A 97 
page paper on "Java Remote Method Specification" would not appear to be relevant to the instant application, especially as applicant has 
claimed that Java is not a data representation language and further, Java is not claimed in the claims. . 
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
